Murder _ On Georgia Highways 


Traffic. Cases Die in County Courts, 


Records: 


‘of State Patrol ives! 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 


Motorists who “know the ropes” find 
easy ways and means of getting around 
traffic charges in many Georgia counties. 

A survey of State Patrol records shows, 
for instance: 

In Walker County, northwest Georgia, 
a traffic charge can be kept out of court 
for as long as three years, even with the 
solicitor exerting every effort to bring it to 
trial. 

Across the state down in Toombs Coun- 
ty, three out of four traffic charges booked 
last year were still untried on Jan. 1, 1952. 
Courts and grand juries in Toombs dropped 
entirely charges such as. drunk driving, 
speeding, driving on the wrong side of the 
road and other violations involving acci- 
dents. 

In Wayne County, also in south Geor- 
gia, the courts and the grand jury are out- 
spoken critics of the State Patrol. The cén- 
tention in Wayne is that any form of high- 
way patrol is a hindrance to the county’s 
bid for tourist business. 

Since the practice of the patrol is to 
work entirely at the invitation of local au- 
thorities, troopers steer clear of Wayne 
County. 

A unique situation exists in Thomas 
County, on the central Georgia-Florida 
border. There is a regular Monday morn- 
ing traffic court, at which pleas are taken. 
Those desiring to plead not guilty are tried 
before the judge with or without a jury. 


JURIES MORE SEVERE | 

Records show a much heavier percent- 
age of convictions in the cases tried before 
juries. 

Arresting officers contend the convic- 
tions are light at impromptu sessions on 
Saturday mornings when only the defend- 
ants and the officers are present. 

In Barrow County, north-central Geor- 
gia, the ordinary gives light fines for traf- 
fic violations and often permits the violator 


to pay on the installment plan. Patrol rec- 
ords show many fail to return after mak- 
ing the first payment and the cases are 
dropped. 

There are as many as six arrest tickets 
for serious traffic violations outstanding 
against one individual in Laurens County, 
located in central Georgia. 

Original arrest tickets indicate Bartow 
and Gordon counties, in north Georgia, 
make no distinction between first offenders 
and repeat violators. 


LITTLE ENCOURAGEMENT 

Arrest records show there {s little en- 
couragement from the courts for better 
traffic enforcement in Mitchell County, 
southwest Georgia. 

Fannin County, in north Georgia, last 
year dropped charges against a man arrest- 
ed for being drunk in an auto that con- 
tained 12 gallons of nontax-paid corn 
whisky. 

Troopers arrested a man in Floyd Coun- 
ty (Rome) on charges of speeding, driving 
on the wrong side‘of the road and attempt- 
ing to force the patrol car off the highway 
when they attempted to halt him. Records 
show they were unable to find the dispo- 
sition of the case. 

One of the most troublesome practices 
is permitting a violator, such as a drunk 
driver, to post a cash collateral and then 
forfeit the collateral instead of appearing 
in court. This means the driving license is 
not placed in jeopardy. 

Pike, Upson, Taylor and Talbot coun- 
ties, in south-central Georgia, follow the 
forfeiture system as does Washington 
County, on the eastern side of the state. 
Arresting officers tn Wilkinson County 
(McIntyre) are never sure about the dis- 
position of their cases. There the orig- 
inal arrest tickets come back to headquar- 
ters marked “‘no record.”

WASHINGTON, April 20 ® — 
Informed officials said today. the 


government has decided its con- 
trols over installment buying are 
no longer needed—at least for the 
time being—to fight inflation. 


They said the Federal Reserve 
Board is ready to suspend the con- 
sumer goods controls — barring 
changes in the economic picture— 
as soon as it sees what Congress 


does to its control powers. 


NO TIME LIMITS 

That would mean no government 
requirements as to down payments 
on automobiles, radio and televi- 
sion sets, furniture, refrigerators 
and stoves and many other items— 
and no limits on the time to pay. 

The reserve board’s Regulation 
““‘W"’ now requires at least a one- 
third down payment on inost auto- 
mobiles and 15 per cent down on 
most other items. Payments have 
to be completed within 18 months. 


No strong move appeared to be 
afoot to change the companion 
Regulation ‘‘X’’ which controls 
down payments and pay-off peri- 
ods on housing. 


SALES ARE LAGGING 

There was no formal comment, 
but high officials who declined to 
be quoted by name told a reporter 
the reserve board has been review- 
ing the consumer goods regulation 
and has decided it can be dropped, 
at least for a while, because of 
these developments: 

1. Sales are lagging in many 
items, especially some of the ap- 
pliances covered by the regulation. 
Removal of installment controls 
might give sales a mild stimulant. 


PRICE TREND STABLE 


2. For the moment, at least, in- 
flationary forces have _ subsided, 
The price trend generally is stable, 
or even downward in some fields. 
Installment credit controls were 
imposed in September, 1950, short- 
ly after the Korean War started, 
to help curb a big buying spree 
which then was pushing up prices. 

The officials added, however, 
that no action by the board is likely 
while Congress is considering leg- 
islation to renew the Defense Pro- 
duction Act. This act, which car- 
ries authority for government cred- 
it, wage and price controls, is now 
due to expire June 30. 


MIGHT “OSE POWER 


The board was said to be reluc- 
tant to suspend its controls until 
Congress acts, because it fears this 
might encourage Congress to take 
away the board’s installment cred- 
it control powers altogether. 

And the board is anxious to keep 
this power, so that it could impose 
controls quickly again if it felt they 
were neeced to curb credit buying 
and any new upsurge in inflation. 

In fact, the board is asking Con- 
gress to give it a free hand to im- 
pose whatever installment terms it 
thinks are needed. The present law 
restricts the board so that even if 
it wanted to, it could not fix terms 
stiffer than most of the require- 
ments now in effect.

The broadcast quoted a message 
from the directors of the National 
Iranian Oil Company, claiming

key part of the motor oil unit 
while trying to operate it ‘‘before) 
nationalization.’’ National Iranian 
took over after Iran nationalized 
the British-owned Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company's holdings here. 

Meanwhile, the newspaper 
Ettelaat reported the government 
is considering extending martial 
law in Tehran 10 days beyond the 
scheduled April 30 deadline. The 
extension apparently would be de- 
signed to keep order when the 
Communists stage their traditional 
May Day parades. 

Martial law was clamped in the 
Iranian capital March 30, after 
bloody fighting between Commu- 
nist-led youths, police and anti- 
Reds.

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A Big Week in Georgia Politics 


This is the week when Georgia's political 
blood, always at a simmer, begins to boil. 
And adding new heat to Senator Russell's 
hamecoming Friday night is a rumor that 
Ellis Arnall, long-time political foe of Geor- 
gia’s Talmadge group, is being considered as 
a member of the state’s delegation to the 1952 
Democratic convention. 

A realistic appraisal of such a move re- 
veals its soundness. The Georgia senator needs 
Arnall’s connections with liberal elements 
outside the South and his influence with na- 
tional leaders who seek to look elsewhere for 
a presidential candidate. 

The naming of Arnall to the Georgia dele- 
gation would add considerable strength to the 
Russell campaign. As the leader’of the party 
in the state, we believe Governor Talmadge 
will recognize that fact. | 

In the meantime, the state will put the big 
pot in the little one, with television and radio 
taking the Friday-night party to the thou- 
sands who can’t join the hundreds who will 
be sitting at the dinner table—at $50 a plate 
—to hear the senator speak. The dinner will 
be an average one, as the price means a con- 
tribution to the campaign, not an elaborate 
dinner. It is anticipated the evening will pro- 
duce more than $50,000 for the senator to 
carry the word to the heathen. 

His big test will be Florida. That will be 
the only primary in which he will campaign 
seriously. He needs Florida by a big margin to 
pinpoint the Southern strength which is his.

A Louisiana Judge 
Upholds a Basic Right 


A Louisiana judge has upheld what we be- 
lieve to be one of the fundamental safe- 
guards of the rights of the American people— 
the newspapers’ privilege to criticize and 
probe and to bring the truth to the public 
regardless of whom it affects. 

Judge Bernard Cocke acquitted five news- 
papermen at Lake Charles accused of defam- 
ing 16 public officials and three admitted 
gamblers in a crusade against vice and crime. 
In rendering his decision, the judge said that 
the fact that gambling existed in the city was 
undisputed and found no malice in the dis- 
closures of the newspapermen. 

The vital part of the decision, however, 
Judge Cocke noted in these words: “A public 
official may conduct his office as he sees fit, 
even though it contradicts his oath, but any 
citizen or newspaper has the right to criticize 
a public official when it differs with his 
views.” 

Heaven help the American people if this 
ever ceases to be the rule. Editor V. M. 
Newton of the Tampa Tribune hit the nail 
squarely on the head in addressing the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors in Wash- 
ington Friday when he said that the major 
hope for honesty in government lies not in 
withdrawal but in a revival of crusading 
journalism and “nosiness.”’ 

“You can kick the scoundrels out of 
Washington,” Editor Newton said, “but un- 
less you start the cleanup at home a new 
crop of scoundrels sooner or later will slip into 
the Federal Government. It is a solemn obli- 
gation of the free press to seek out and print 
every detail of its government, even though 
that detail lies hidden beneath the written 
record.” 

When and if our newspapers lose the 
right to expose and criticize, freedom of the 
press will be a thing of the past. If we lose 
that fundamental right, all other liberties 
will disappear with it.

A Good Look at China 


Should Convince Us 


Justice William O. Douglas of the United 
States Supreme Court recently proposed 
“peasants’ revolutions” promoted by this 
country in undeveloped areas of the world 
to end economic serfdom and perpetuation 
of the “status quo” and “conditions on which 
communism grows.” 

Although Mr. Douglas is attacked fre- 
quently for his liberal views, his latest pro- 
posal makes sense. Wherever the Commu- 
nists have risen to power, they have done so 
on the backs of a backward peasantry with 
promises of land reform and better living 
conditions. 

Throughout Asia and in other areas where 
we have tried to help, Justice Douglas finds 
that the masses live in indescribable pov- 
erty while a few own the entire economy. 
Much of our economic aid only makes the 
rich richer. 

Charles Malik, Lebanon minister to the 
United States, echoes Douglas in his warn- 
ing: “The people are more wide-awake to- 
day than ever before and if this assistance 
is going to make the rich relatively richer 
and those in authority more despotic in their 
rule, then the people will certainly rise up 
against both their leaders and those who are 
bolstering them from without.” 

What he warns against is just about what 
happened to us in China. The Communists 
brought land reform temporarily, but they 
also brought indescribable tyranny. They 
threw out the-foreigner, including us, and 
destroyed all possibilities for democratic re- 
forms. 

Justice Douglas calls for a “Point Five” 
program that would “extend the American 
revolution of social justice” to these under- 
developed areas by providing representative 
democracy in which all would vote as they 
chose and land reform by which everyone 
would cultivate his own soil. 

The alternative to “extending the Amer- 
ican revolution of social justice” is to invite 
Communist despotism and further marshal- 
ing of the world’s resources against the forces 
of freedom for which we stand.

Atlanta—Human slaughter on 
our highways is carried on by 
licensed killers, aided and abet- 
ted by two overt accessories to 
the act.

Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, for the Democratic presidential 


nomination. 


Senator Douglas, recognized 
outstanding leader among party 
progressives, lost no time in 
making this move which has po- 
tential long-range import. His 
announcement came less than 24 
hours after Governor Stevenson 
of his state withdrew formally 
from the nomination contest. 


The Douglas maneuver rep- 
resents an effort to keep the 
Democratic Party a progres- 
sive instrument, 


Senator Kefauver, himself a 
progressive, figures in this be- 
cause the South, from which he 
comes, figures in it, and more 
prominently than at any time 
since the beginning of the Roose- 
velt regime 20 years ago. This 
is through the withdrawal of 
President Truman, which not 
only gives the South more voice 
in party affairs, but opens the 
way for bringing it back into the 
fold. 


But how, and on what terms, 
shall this unity be achieved? 


There are two bridges to the 
South in the two candidates from 
that area to the nomination. One 
is to progressive elements in the 
South by way of Senator Ke- 
fauver. The other is to con- 
servative elements through the 
candidacy of Sen. Richard B. 
Russell of Georgia. 

By emphasis of the Kefauver 
candidacy, Senator Douglas is 
seeking unity on a progressive 
basis. It is a gesture to pro- 
gressives in the South who are 
a thriving and growing commu- 
nity. The Russell candidacy is 
regarded as chiefly a means for 
solidifying Southern conserva- 
tives to regain influence at the 
convention and, through that op- 
eration, in the party itself. Few 
expect his nomination. 

The Kefauver candidacy, on 
the other hand, is beginning to 
be taken more and more seri- 
ously, and Senator Douglas sees 
in it a chance to bring the South 
back into the party as an in- 
tegral part and not a continuing 
sectional entity. He said he 
thinks it is a tragedy that the 
South “has sealed itself off from 
the rest of the nation’’ and ‘‘built 

+ 


a barrier between itself and the 
nation’’ over the civil rights is- 
sue. He paid very high -tribute 
to Senator Russell, but said ‘‘it is 
a tragedy that Dick got himself 
into the leadership of that move- 
ment.”’ 

Senator Douglas clearly recog- 
nizes, however, that the civil 
rights issue is a formidable one 
and cuts across both progressive 
and conservative elements in the 
South. He recognizes also that 
in the interest of unity a com- 
promise may be necessary. 

For that reason he is enlisted 
among party leaders now seek- 
ing a compromise, a movement 
revealed here a few days ago, 
which. would tone down the 
FEPC by removing its compul- 
sory features so anathema to the 
South and which led to the South- 
ern revolt at the 1948 convention. 
He would substitute co-operative 
action with the states to remove 
discriminations in employment 
through voluntary measures. 

How many other party lead- 
ers of the progressive wing rep- 
resented by Senator Douglas will 
follow him in the Kefauver can- 
didacy remains to be seen. Some 
are skittish about a Southerner 
at the head of the ticket. But it 
is recognized that, for the mo- 
ment, he alone represents pro- 
gressivism among announced 
candidates. Others undoubtedly 
will be brought forth, but none, 
of course, who has been before 
the voters, as has the senator, 
and shown popular support at the 
ballot box and collected dele- 
gates.

For the last 18 years Travelers 
Insurance annually has put out a 
booklet on street and highway 
safety. The 
titles are snap- 
py (‘‘You Bet 
Your Life’ and 
‘‘Maim Street,’’ 
for example) 
and the _illus- 
trations are hu- 
morous car- 
toons. The 
treatment is 
effective. 

When I was 
in the class- 
room, I ordered these booklets 
by the dozen in an attempt to 
teach safety along with syntax. 


The Travelers’ 1952 book is 
called ‘‘Lucky You.” That is 
making the fairly safe assump- 
tion that if you are reading the 
text you are not one of the 37,- 
100 persons killed in traffic last 
year. You can be one of the 
nearly 2,000,000 who were injured 
and still be ‘‘Lueky You.”’ 

For four years, from 1945 
through 1949, the traffic death 
toll in the nation had gone down. 
The safety people felt encour- 
aged. But in 1951, for the second 


year in a row, more people were 
killed on the roads than in the 
year previous. A change for the 
worse has set in. Total casual 
ties were up half a million over 
1941, the ‘‘worst’”’ year in his- 
tory. 

Disregarding the toll, the study 
shows that behind the roadway 
tragedies are the same basic 
causes as before—with speeding 
away out in front. 

Again we must face up to the 
fact that the typical wreck in- 
volves the experienced driver in 
a mechanically fit car on a 
straight stretch of road on a 
clear day. 

That pins the blame right on 
the human, factor. 

The human faetor means you. 

If you know the rules of the 
road and follow them, if you are 
courteous at the wheel, if you 
keep your car in trim, if you 
never drink before you drive, 
this little safety book is not for 
you. 

But if you insist on taking . 
chances and “‘one for the road,” | 
then get hold of a copy or some- 
thing like it and study the sad 
statistics. 

Your luck may run out in 1952. .

If Ike or Warren 


Were Democrats 


WASHINGTON—One of the ironies of the na- 
tional political situation as it is presently shaping 
up is that if either Gov. Earl Warren of Cali- 

fornia or Gen. Dwight Kisenhower were a Democrat instead of 
Republicans, he would be an odds-on favorite to win the Democratie 
presidential nomination and, in all probability, would be elected 
the next president of the: United States. 


As it is, there is no assurance 
that either of them will emerge 
as the nominee of his party. The 
Republicans are engaged in a 
hot fight over the nomination be- 
tween Eisenhower and Sen. Taft 
of Ohio, with the California gov- 
ernor hovering on the sidelines 
as a possible compromise in case 
of a convention deadlock. It is 
too early to say who the winner 
will be. Quite conceivably a 
deadlock might result in all three 
being eliminated. 


The Democrats, on the other 
hand, find themselves headed 
for a free-for-all contest over 
the nomination, with no one 
outstanding man looming head 
and shoulders over the others 
in public favor and popular 
appeal. While the Democrats 
have a number of good candi- 
dates to offer, their problem 
is that they just have not built 
up any one man as an over-all 
favorite. , 


Hence the observation that is 
being made regarding the po- 
litical affiliations of Governor 
Warren and General Ike. Either 
of them would be a natural for 
the Democratic nomination if he 
were aligned with the party in 
power instead of the opposition. 
Oddly enough, also, both of them 
are rated as border-line cases in 
their political philosophy, so that 
they might easily have been 
Democrats. ‘ 


General Eisenhower, of course, 
has had no record of affiliation 
with either major party. But his 
background would seem to. be 
more Democratic than Repub- 
lican in that he arose to his pres- 
ent stature as a world figure un- 
der Democratic administrations. 


As for Governor Warren, one 
of the chief complaints made 
against -him by Old Guard Re- 
publican elements is that he has 
received too much Democratic 
support in his campaigns for pub- 
lic office. He has been known to 
capture both party nominations 
in the race for governor. 

The irony of it is, as many 
Democrats see it, that Warren or 
Eisenhower does not wear the 
right party label. The situation 
shaping up in the party is made 
to order for a man of their cali- 
ber to walk away with the nomi- 
nation. Instead, what is likely to 
happen is that the Chicago con- 
vention may be torn between a 
half dozen or more rival candi- 
dacies, with a chaotic condition 
in prospect. 

President Truman threw the 
contest wide open by- his belated 
renunciation of a third term. 
Then Gov. Adlai Stevenson of 
Illinois, who was supposed to be 
the White House favorite, made 
it even more of a free-for-all af- 
fair by his announcement that 
he would not be a candidate. All 
of this has compounded confu-~ 
sion with doubt and uncertainty. 

An Eisenhower or a Warren 
might have been an easy solu 
tion to the Democratie problem. 
It would be a cruel stroke of fate 
if neither of them succeeds in 
landing first place on the GOP 
ticket. A presidential nomina- 
tion might have been easily 
within their grasp if they ha

Politics, specifically. the presi- 
dential campaign, was reported as 
the No. 1 news story of the day 
It was agreed, as well, that circu- 
lation figures were at record 
heights and that national and local 
advertising was holding up, with 
the latter in the ascendancy. 

Newspaper Week events are ex- 
pected to attract 1,200 editors, pub- 
lishers and other executives on 
newspapers and news agencies.

These recommendations of the Board, whose 
first duty it was to prevent further inflation, called 
for the highest wage increase in the history of the 


Steelworkers’ Union, and for the comnulsorv union 


shop. 


Steelworkers’ wages have increased since Korea 
about in line with “a four big industries—electri- 


cal machinery, automobiles, rubber, and meat-pack- 
ing —mentioned by President Truman. The Wage 
Board recommendation would put steelworker 
wages far ahead of these others—thus requiring 
another reund of meresses in the industries to 
“catch up” with steel. 


Then came the next step. President Truman 


in a bitter speech, adopting the inflationary recom- 


mendations of the Wave Stabilization Raard. an- 
nounced the seizure of the steel mills. 


If the people of America through inertia permit 
this illegal action to pass without or otest. thev will 
be turning over to the political whim of any Presi- 
dent more and more power over their private lives 
and property. 


That is the well-marked road toward dictator- 
ship. It is the road traveled by every Fascist and 
Socialist state. 


If the Government can-seize steel, it can seize 
any business, large or small, any farm, cattle off 
the range, or any private property anywhere.

This spring 
the designers have nipped in the waist, shortened the jackets, and 
used all the tricks to belittle the middle measurement. But let’s face 
it, on the woman with the short waist and thicker-than-fashionable 
waist such styles can look more dumpy than youthful. 

Every time I interview models and movie actresses with 23-inch 


waistlines and 


long, attenuated figures I 


realize again that the 


woman with the short waist really bas been ‘‘framed.’’ 


The less the space betwixt the 
natural waistline and the top of 
the hipbones, the more the 
pounds bunch up.

LONDON, April 20—(INS)— 
Elizabeth II, Queen of England, 
will be 26 years old Monday but 
little official notice will be taken 
of the anniversary until June 5.
